The invention(&) according to the below-listed claim(s) of the present application 
could have been easily made by a person skilled in the art based on the invention(s) 
disclosed in the below-listed publication(s) distributed prior to the filing date of this 
application, and it is therefore deemed to be unpatentable in compliance with the 
provisions of Japanese Patent Law, Article 29, Paragraph 2. 

EXAMINERS COMMENTS 

[Regarding claims 1-3: Citations 1 and 2] 

Citation 1 listed below discloses a method in which a bleaching treatment is 
carried out on a wooden material ([001 1]), and then various treatments are carried out, 
such as an acetylation and a formalization ([001 3] to [0014]). Furthermore, Citation 2 
listed below discloses the point of carrying out a treatment such as an oligoesterification 
and etherification on wood. It is deemed that combining this into the invention 
disclosed in Citation 1 would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 
[Regarding claim 4: Citations 1 to 3] 

Citation 3 listed below discloses the point of carrying out a bleaching treatment on 
a wooden material and then carrying out cleaning and drying prior to an impregnation 
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treatment. It is deemed that combining this into the invention disclosed in Citation 1 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 
[Regarding claim 5: Citations 1 to 5] 

Citations 4 and 5 listed below disclose the point of setting the acetylation degree 
to 5% or more in an acetylation treatment of a wooden material.
